The  latter  ctaas  presents  the  most 
Interesting  part  of  the  picture,  be- 
cause increases  in  power  without  al- 
tering the  dimension  or  the  number 
of  cylinders  means  that  direct  Im- 
provements In  design  have  been 
made  and  that  th*  art  of  engine- 
building  has  been  advanced  gener- 
ally. A  few  manufacturers  have 
made  Improvements  lu  engines  by 
altering  the  valve  design.  One 
maker,  for  Instance,  has  increased 
the  lift  of  the  valve   altered  the 


shape  of  the  cams  and  Increased  the 
area  of  the  intake  manifold  and 
ports  to  give  the  engine  greater 
breathing  capacity  and  consequent lv 
nn  Increased  peak  horsepower. 

Better  conroustlon  chamber  de- 
[  sign  would  seem  to  be  almost  Im- 
possible today,  after  several  years 
of  the.  high-turbulence  head  and 
other  forms  of  combustion  chambers 
designed  to  give  more  rapid  and 
complete  combustion  of  the  gases 
Yet  there  are  several  makers  who 
give  full  credit  for  the  Improved 
performance  of  their  engines  this 
year  to  the  improved  design  of  the 


wall  of  the  cylinder,  just  above  the 
piston  at  the  top  of  the  stroke. 
These  two  plugs  arc  arranged  to  fire 
simultaneously. 

The  advantage  of  quick  combus- 
tion is.  of  course,  to  increase  the 
pressure  on  the  pLston  early  to  the 
stroke  Furthermore,  the  earlier 
that  combustion  is  completed  in  the 
cylinder,  the  cooler  the  gases  will  be 
at  the  time  the  exhaust  valve  is 
opened  That  Is  Just  another  way 
of  saying  that  a  greater  amount  of 
the  heat  energy  contained  in  the 
charge  is  utilised  and  less  of  it 
wasted.  The  power  and  economy  of 
the  engine  thus  are  increased. 

We  have  spoken  before  of  the 
Improvements  made  in  carburetion 
in  the  new  engines,  and  these  Im- 
provements are  responsible  for  a 
large  part  of  the  general  gain  in 
horsepower.  Perhaps  the  torque 
of  the  engine  has  been  even  more 
ef  recti  v?ly  improved  than  the 
horsepower.  Certainly  a  great  many 
have  gone  Into  the  malter  of  getting 
quick  acceleration,  and  it  has  been 
quite  general  among  various  car 
and  engine-makers  to  put  on  car- 
buretors that  are  equipped  with 
acceleration  devices  to  furnish  a 
quick  supply  of  gasoline,  available 
when  the  throttle  is  opened  quickly. 

Higher  compression  has  been 
mentioned  «o  much  that  it  may 
seem  like  repetition  to  include  It 
here,  but  the  trend  Is  stljl  upward, 
and  It. would  not  be  surprising  if 
ratios  of  six  to  one  did  not  eventu- 
ally become  quite  common,  if  not 
the  accepted  standard.  This  will 
mean  further  refinement  of  the 
combustion  chamber  to  order  to  as- 
slit  to  keeping  down  the  pinging 
tendency,  and  it  will  mean  the  fur- 
ther development  and  distribution 
of  the  anti-knock  fuels.

Is  a  narrow 
rocky  gorge  cut  down  in  the  course 
of  ages  by  the  waters  of  Tokumn 
Creek.

Although  the  summit  is  the  water- 
shed of  the  Con  linen  tai  Divide,  the 
road  continues  Its  ascent  fur  an- 
other three  miles  in  order  to  obtain 
a  more  favorable  location,  and  then 
descends  by  splendid  sweeping 
curves  to  the  Bow  Valley. 

Prom  Castle  the  road  leads  to 
Banff,  following  the  valley  of  the 
Bow  and  skirting  the  Bawback 
Range,  and  from  Banff,  the  head- 
quarters of  Banff  National  Park,  the 
road,  after  twenty-seven  and  one- 
half  miles  through  Impressive  scen- 
ery, brings  the  traveler  to  the  east- 
ern gate  of  the  park  and  so  throurh 
the  eastern  gap.  and  thence  acrons 
the  foothills  to  Calgary,  eighty -five 
miles  distant  from  Banff.  From 
Calgary  connections  may  be  made 
with  all  points  on  the  Prairies  or 
with  roads  leading  south  to  the  In- 
ternational Boundary  and  Montana.

were  Ut'.Ie  better  than  wide  tracks 
of  beatrn  earth  In  fine  weather  and 
heavy  mud  in  weL 


Telford  and  McAdam  brought 
the  road  of  cru&hcd  .-/.ones  into 
existence,  a  surface  which  did  very 
well  for  lighter  traffic  until  the 
coming  of  the  motor  car  brought  an 
intolerable  dust  nuisance  to  the 
macadam  roads  which  had  served 
for  more  fhan  a  century.  Taught 
by  necessity,  the  dust  was  abolished 
by  the  surface  of  'tarmac  '  But  the 
roads  for  heavy  traffic  were  made 
more  a*  the  Romans  had  made 
Miern.  and  over  much  of  Lan- 
cashire and  the  industrial  regions 
tl>e  heavv  fitone  aett'  still  wears  as 
solidly -Waid  as  loudly— as  ever. 

"And  the  speeding  of  heavy  lor- 
ries over  those  slightly  unequal 
surfaces  produces  the  maximum 
result  in  vihralion  Neverthel«*. 
one  la  afraid  that  it  will  be  a  Ion*

Canadian 
wheat  continues  to  clear  In  large 
volume  and  with  the  usual  heavy 
business  after  the  opening  of  navi- 
gation, enough  of  the  Canadian 
grain  may  be  shipped  to  (urn  I  he 
late  season  demand  to  this  country 

Judging  from  reports  from  Liver- 
pool our  wheat  c  1  f  Europe  is  con- 
siderably cheaper  than  No.  3  Manl- 
tobas.  It  Is  not  unusual  at  this  time 
of  year  to  hav?  Argentine  wheat 
dominate  the  foreign  markets,  and 
in  all  probability  there  will  be  con- 
tinued pressure  from  that  quarter 
for  some  time  to  come.  At  thr 
same  time  it  is  more  significant  that 
the  Canadian  wheat  Is  moving  out  In 
such  volume  during  the  period  of 
flush  clearances  from  South  Amer- 
ica. Much  more  than  usual  of  the 
Southern  grown  wheat  Is  going  to 
non- European  countries  Moreover, 
there  are  persistent  rumors  that 
Russia  will  he  obliged  to  buy  wheat 
or  flour  or  both,  as  the  food  situa- 
tion in  the  Soviet  Republic  is  said 
to  be  deplorable.  Should  Russia 
take  an  appreciable  amount  of  wheat 
in  addition  to  the  already  heavy  im- 
ports by  India,  it  could  easily  turn 
the  trend  of  prices. 

CASH  TRADE  l'N.SETTLED 

The  domestic  cash  trade  has  been 
unsettled  in  wheat  with  the  trans- 
fer of  considerable  wheat  from  Mis- 
souri markets  to  Chicago  affecting 
sentiment,  although  it  did  not  alter 
the  status  of  the  cash  markets  to 
any  great  extent.  Shipments  from 
!  hicago  were  quite  heavy  and  the 
cash  markets  on  the  whole  showed 
but  little  weakness,  although  prim- 
ary receipts  were  much  larger  than 
a  year  ago  for  the  week.  North we.st 
reports  indicate  that  stocks  In  coun- 
try elevators  and  on  the  farms  are 
heavy. 

The  Pacific  Coast,  however,  has 
disposed  or  a  lot  of  wheat  and  flour 
Jo  the  Orient  and  the  Pacific  Cana- 
dian sea  gateways  have  also  sent 
out  a  tremendo'is  lot  of  wheat.  Total 
Canadian  stocks  ore  now  not  much 
larger  than  a  year  ago.  assuming 
that  the  official  crop  figures  were 
correct  Weather  conditions  have 
been  mild  the  past  week  for  the  most 
part,  and  much  of  the  snow  covering 
has  melted  away  luavlng  the  ground 
well  supplied  with  moisture  over  the 
entlroj  Winter  wheat  bell,  A  year 
ago  a  Winter  drought  prevailed  in 
the  West  which  caused  some  con- 
cern. This  year  no  part  of  the  Win- 
ter wheat  belt  is  in  need  or  more 
moisture.  Whether  ihe  crop  has 
been  hurt,  will  remain  to  be  seen. 
Temperatures  were  abnormally  low 
the  pa*t  Winter,  but  until  growing 
weather  comes  it  will  be  impossible 
to  tell  whether  there  has  been  much 
damage.

ture. W  J  Egan,  deputy  minister  of 
immigration  of  Canada,  writes  in 
The  CMobes  annual  financial  review 
as  follows 

Evidence  of  the  attention  which 
immigration  occupied  during  1928 
was  furrnshod  by  the  report  of  the 
select  standing  committee  on  agri- 
culture and  colonization,  which  con- 
tained a  number  of  recommenda- 
tions along  lines  of  activity  already 
pursued  by  the  Department 

Thev  included  special  passag* 
rates  for  British  farm  settlers,  con- 
unuiitii-.-  of  arrangements  lor  the 
rua\"inent  of  demotic*  from  the 
United  Kingdom  to  Canada,  the 
extension  of  the  assisted  passage 
privileges  to  families  of  all  immi- 
grants from  Oreate  Britain  who  had 
established  themselves  in  Canada 
prior  to  June  6.  1928.  and  steps  to 
obtain  a  reduction  In  UM  general 
ocean  rate  to  British  immigrants 
to  approxunately  $50.  The  commit- 
tee also  went  on  record  as  approv- 
ing extension  of  tripartite  ar- 
rangements between  British.  Federal 
and  Provincial  governments  for  the 
encouragement  of  British  land  set- 
tlers.

The  beginning  of  the  year  found 
the  Department  actively  engaged 
in  immigration  work  through  its  or- 
ganization in  the  British  Isles  and 
the  United  States  and  from  its  head- 
quarters at  Ottawa  The  appeal  for 
immigrants  was  directed  lo  those 
who  would  take  up  life  on  the  land, 
either  as  farm  owners  or  laborers, 
and  female  houseworkers  who  would 
engage  in  domestic  service.

Up  to  the  present  time  the  knowl- 
edge which  we  possess  concerning 
the  prevention  of  disease  has  been 
applied  In  cities  much  more  than  it 
has  been  in  the  small  town  and 
rural  areas.  Practically  all  cities  of 
any  Importance  have  organized 
health  departments,  with  trained 
vtrkers  in  charge  of  the  various 
aotmtttg  carried  on  by  the  depart  - 
IMBi 

The  smull  town  and  rural  area., 
as  a  result  or  the  lack  of  health 
wcrk.  are.  in  general,  not  as  healthy 
as  are  the  cities.  In  other  words 
those  who  live  in  the  cities  are 
more  free  from  preventable  diseases, 
because  the  cities  have  organized 
health  departments  It  has  been 
the  tyope  of  those  who  have  given 
thought  to  this  problem  of  rural 
health  that  some  scheme  might  be

TORONTO.  March  a -It  is  a  pe- 
culiar thing  how  an  Industry  will 
tolerate  a  condition  within  itself 
thst  brings  no  actual  benefit  to  any 
one  but,  on  the  contrary,  occasions 
millions  of  dollars  of  loss  to  the  in- 
dustry. The  persistence  of  the  pro- 
duction of  horns  in  the  cattle  in- 
dustry is  an  outstanding  case.  The 
Globe's  agricultural  editor  remarks, 
and  quotes  a  leading  article  from 
the  OUrCggil  lettxa  from  the  Cana- 
dian Packers'  Council  which  says 
millions  of  dollars  of  IQBJ  is  caused 
by  this  evil  and  never  a  dollar  of 
gain.  The  letter  start*  a  debate 
which  might  be  well  worth  while 
for  the  brerd  associations  to  con- 
tinue at  their  annual  meetings  to 
be  held  in  Toronto  soon. 


The  purebred  breeder  sets  the

the  fact  that  they  do  most  serious 
damage  to  the  Industry  Horns  on 
cattle  are  one  of  Uie  most  striking 
examples  of  the  retention  of  a 
cliaracter  to  the  time  when  It  has 
become  foolish. 

The  dairy  breeds  are  serious  of- 
fenders In  this  way  In  the  first 
place  some  of  the  breeds  appear  to 
specialise  in  the  production  of  a 
vicious  type  of  horn.  In  the  second 
place  the  conditions  under  which 
dairy  cattle  are  reared  and  handled 
give  no  semblance  of  excuse  for  the 
praaence  of  horns,  and  In  the  third 
place  the  methods  of  rearing  and 
handling  make  most  favorable  con- 
ditions and  offer  the  greatest  ad- 
vantages for  the  suppression  of 
horns.    Almost  the  same  remarks 


may  be  made  with  equal  Justice 
about  live  breeders  of  purebred  beef 
cattle  * 

It  has  been  generally  assumed 
that  the  purebred  breeder  was  jus- 
tified in  indulging  his  fetish  for 
horns  because  the  small  percentage 
of  such  animals  did  not  affect  the 
mass  of  commercial  livestock.  But 
the  idol  which  has  been  built  up 
of  the  acnttmen'f  about  beauty  and 
artistic  quality  has  feet  of  clay 
Nearly  every  purebred  animal  at 
some  stage  of  its  career— dairy  as 
well  as  beef  animals— become*  one 
in  a  shipment  of  commercial  cattle 
to  some  market.  Under  our  condi- 
tions virtually  all  purebred  animals 
sometime  become  a  part  of  a  ship- 
ment of  mixed  cattle.  The  number 
of  purebred  herds  is  Increasing  and 
the  percentage  of  purebred  cattle  in 
the  mixed  shipments  of  commercial 
cattle  is  increasing  correspondingly 
With  the  development  of  the  ship- 
ment of  dairy  cattle  for  sale  at  our 
public  markets  for  milkers  there  Is 
an  Increase  in  the  movement  of 
purebred  cattle  In  the  mixed  ship- 
ments of  commercial  cattle.  Thus 
horns  on  purebred  cattle  are  a  men- 
ace out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
number  of  such  cattle.  Furthermore 
the  purebred  breeders  are  the  lead- 


ers In  the  production  end  of  the  In- 
dustry. 

What  is  needed  Is  that  purebred 
breeders  should  suppress  the  devel- 
opment ol  horns  on  ever)'  purebred 
calf  or  remove  them  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible This  would  set  the  purebred 
herds  in  order  and  give  a  most  pow- 
erful example  to  the  producer*  of 
com  menial  cattle

It  Is  about 
260  miles  Irom  here,  and  concert* 
sent  out  on  a  wave  of  1060  meters 
are  regularly  heard  Although  these 
Sunday  night  restores  hav  just 
started.  English  listeners  have 
shown  they  appreciate  the  spon- 
sored programmes. 

Musicians  from  the  famous  Men- 
delberg  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  led 
by  Hugo  de  Oroot.  provide  the  sym- 
phony concerts  in  this  experiment 
Wlllem  Mendelberg.  at  present  con- 
ducting in  America,  formed  the  or- 
chestra, consisting  of  J00  ptere>s  The 
organlxation  b>  supported  by  Gov- 
ernment and  private  funds 

British  publications  speak  or  the 
sponsored  aeries  as  s  -unique  pub- 
licity campaign,  by  no  means  new 
in  the  United  States,  but  the  nrst 
attempt  by  a  radio  manufacturer 
in  England  to  adopt  this  method  of 
creating  public  interest."
